of horse-power being transmitted daily to 
the great General Electric shops at Sche- 
nectady, miles away. The St. Lawrence 
and the Hudson rivers could twist the 
whole New York Central Ruijroad system 
around their little back-waters, so to 
speak, and presumably they will be allow- 
ed to do so some day.

launches and canoes galore. It is said the 
view from the top of Oreen Mountain, the 
highest pealr on the Atlantic coast north 
of the Antilles, cannot be surpassed on 
the continent.

at ore; but the question is not what can I 
do to pass the time away? It ia—what 
shall I do first and how can it all be taken 
in? 


There is one kind of entertainment 


which is usually considered essential to a 
mlllonaire's pleasure that ia ruled out 
here. They can sail, drive, fish, golf, 
but they cannot automobile. The Village

THE KING COBRA. 


It In Cun«l<liTrd the M»»« Danfrroat 


of All tlic Siiukc Family, 


Snakes, venomous snakes, may be di- 


vided into two classes,, the cobras and 
the viperoids. The cobras, inhabitants 
of distant India, form n class apart. 
To the viperoids belong all other ven- 
oru.ous species, Including our own splen- 
did rattler, the moccasin, the fer de 
lance of the West Indies and the dead- 
ly buslimaster of Venezuela and the 
Gniauas. 


Diametrically opposite, though equal- 


ly fatal, are the effects of the cobra 
and the vlperold poison. Diametrically 
opposite, also, are the two methods of 
attack. The cobra at iimea is aggres 
give, the king cobra belnc wild even t 
pursue man. Silent, without the leas 
warning and from a place where yu 
would least suspect, the round hea 
durtK out of a thicket, a sharp pal 
causes you to exclaim, and the frightfu 
fangs of the snake are buried in you 
flesh. Like the grip of a bulldog the. 
hold fast, while from^five to ten foet o' 
animated cable come stretching out o 
the thicket to coll leisurely beneath th 
drend head. 


For this eternal hold on the victim 


there is a natural reason. The fangs o 
the ten foot cobra are but u third of an 
inch long. It is impossible, therefore 
to squirt the venom deep in a slngl 
stroke. 
In order1 to give the vcnon 


time to absorb the snake must retain 
its hold. 
The fatal poison contain 


about OR per cent of nerve destroying 
and about 5 per cent of blood destroy 
ing elements. AVithln five minutes th 
pain leaves the wound, and even the 
shock of the attack begins^to wear off 
There is little suffering, nor will there 
be to the relentless end. Only if b; 
chance the bite is one from n sinal 
snake-'or if a fresh supply of antitoxin 
happens to be at hmid is there a chancx 
for your life. If one recovers.from the 
Immediate effects within a week one is 
as healthy as ever. While the poison o 
the cobra often kills within an hour 
there have been cases where tin 
"strike" of a rattlesnake and a bush 
master have caused death within tei 
minutes. Naturalists accept, however 
that the king cobra, owing to Its grea 
size and the consequent quantity and 
quality of poison emitted, is the mos 
dangerous of all the snakes. — Me 
Clurc's.
